It is a great pleasure to call your attention to your privilege and duty of attend- 
ing your annual state meeting. Your committees have worked hard to give you 
the best in scientific programs, commercial exhibits, and entertainment. You can 
repay them fully by taking advantage of the many special events they have 
planned for you in Springfield on May 12th through 14th. 

One of the most important gatherings to be held during our 94th Annual

Remember yours is the privilege and responsibility of attending this session 
and expressing yourself verbally from the floor or expressing your views in writing 
and forwarding them to Secretary Clopper. 


Is Your Slip Showing? Don't You Care? 


Section six of the Principles of Ethics of the American-Dental Association deals 
with “Use of Auxiliary Personnel.” It states: 

“The Dentist has an obligation to protect the health of his patient by not 
delegating to a person less qualified any service or operation which requires the 
professional competence of a dentist. The dentist has a further obligation of 
prescribing and supervising the work of all auxiliary personnel in the interest 
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of rendering the best service to the patient.” (The italicizing of words is mine.) 

‘Two years ago a further interpretation of this clause was passed by the member- 
ship of this Society, namely, that a Dentist “shall not send a patient to a dental 
laboratory for any reason whatsoever.’ 

You know as well as [ do that dentists have been responsible for many patients 
going to illegal laboratories because of their laziness and carelessness—because 
they have refused to accept and discharge their responsibilities to patients to the 
fullest extent. Careless dentists are only “brokers of dentistry,” not professional 
people. 

Will you be the first to be reprimanded by your Ethics Committee? It is their 
duty to see that members of this Society conduct themselves as professional men 
and women, serving their patients and the public as such. Don’t ignore your 
responsibility. We ALL have too much at stake.

Exhibits Banquet Reception 
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A Special for Monday Afternoon... 


A very special feature has been added to this year’s scientific program on Mon- 
day afternoon—a “Time and Motion Study in Dentistry” to be presented by Dr. 
David Hoffman of Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 

This program will show the importance of effective application of time and 
motion study to the average dental practice. It will include slides and movies of 
some of the 200 dental offices surveyed and an analysis of the survey. Time and 
motion study techniques have long been used in industry and now they have been 
turned toward the dental office to appraise the efficiency of dental equipment 
design and office layout. The hoped for results from such a study is the reduction 
of mental and physical fatigue and consequently better health and greater produc- 
tivity for the dentist and his auxiliary personnel. 

The presentation will be discussed in the following steps: Concept of a time 
and motion study for a dental office, analysis techniques (including sampling— 
how to do it, results, interpretation of results—and newomotion photography), 
basic rules for such a study, dental operatory equipment design, and conclusions 
and suggestions for the dentist from the study. 

Take-home analysis and study forms will be given to each person attending 
the session, so that application of the results may be considered when the dentist 
comes back to his own office. 

All who are not taking part in the sports tournaments are cordially invited to 
attend this time and motion study by an outstanding authority in the field. Den- 
tal assistants and hygienists who live or work in the Springfield area, as well as 
other guests at the State Society meeting, are most welcome. 

This is the first time such a session has been planned for Monday afternoon, 
and if it is well received, similar programs will very likely result in future years.

I hope that all of you have taken the 
time to read the preliminary program 
for the State Meeting. And if you have 
done so, I know that you are planning 
to be in Springfield on May 12-13-14. 
The program is an interesting one and 
promises a rich dividend of informa- 
tion and fun to all who attend. 


Dr. J. Foster F. Waltz of Decatur 
was mentioned in this column a month 
or so ago when he donated a valuable 
library of dental books to the state 
society. Now we have another item of 
interest concerning Dr. Waltz. Seems 
that his son-in-law, Dr. Conrad A. 
Elvehjem, has been chosen as the new 
president of the University of Wiscon- 
sin and will take over his duties on 
July 1 of this year. Dr. Elvehjem has 
gained world wide prominence in the 
field of biochemistry and the study of 
nutrition. He is responsible for devel- 
oping nicotinic acid, a step which led 
directly to a cure for black tongue and 
pellagra. 


Sometimes we should stop and take 
a look at what is happening around 
us. For example, swimming pools 
which were once regarded as a luxury 
item are becoming a comparatively 
common backyard feature.

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Introduction 


Temporary fillings: ‘Temporary fill- 
ing materials are often used during 
the period between the initial prepara- 
tion of cavity and final placement of a 
permanent filling. Temporary fillings 
are also used in the treatment of ex- 
tensive caries to halt the progress of 
decay while the dentist treats and fills 
other teeth in the arch. A satisfactory 
temporary filling material should, 
therefore, seal the cavity against the 
ingress of fluids and bacteria. Since, in 
most cases, the pulp has been injured 
previously by caries or operative pro- 
cedures, the temporary filling should 
also act as a sedative for the injured 
pulp and must not be irritant. 

If possible, the filling should be 
mildly antiseptic to inactivate the resi- 
dual bacteria within the tubules in the 
floor of the cavity in advance of the 
decay. Its physical properties should be 
such that it adheres strongly to the 
cavity walls, is sufficiently plastic to in- 
sert easily and quickly, sets rapidly, 
and becomes hard enough to withstand 
moderate masticatory forces without 
displacement or fracture. It should also 
be readily removable from the cavity 
(after a period of one or two weeks) 
and leave the cavity walls clean. 

Gutta-percha (as baseplate gutta- 
percha, or mixed with zinc oxide and 
used as temporary stopping) is widely 
used as a temporary filling material. 


An Improved Zinc Oxide 
and Eugenol Cement

This material, however, is unsatisfac- 
tory because it is easily displaced from 
the cavity and the marginal seal is 
poor. Teeth tend to become sensitive if 
this material is left in situ for more 
than two or three days. 

Grossman! and Massler and Ostrov- 
sky? showed that fluids penetrate the 
margins very quickly after the material 
cools and shrinks. James, Schour and 
Spence’ showed that the pulps of hu- 
man and animal teeth under gutta- 
percha fillings become irritated quickly 
and that the inflammation is progres- 
sive and severe, so that permanent fill- 
ings placed over pulps previously 
covered with gutta-percha are placed 
over already inflamed organs. The ini- 
tial pulpal irritation may be the result 
of the heat used to soften the gutta- 
percha, but the progressive irritation 
undoubtedly results from the marginal 
leakage, since the material itself is 
chemically inert. 


Protective Bases 


Cement bases: An insulating and 
protective base is necessary under most 
permanent fillings (especially in deep 
carious cavities) to protect and insulate 
the pulp against the noxious action of 
the fillings and/or thermal shock. This 
is especially true under silicates and 
amalgam fillings. Free acids from sili- 
cates penetrate the dentinal tubules 





Research associate, in the department of pedodontia, University of Illinois Col- 
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and may destroy the pulp. Mercury 
from amalgam fillings also tends to 
penetrate dentinal tubules and discolor 
tooth substance.* If the penetration is 
deep, secondary dentin formation may 
become inhibited.® 

In addition, it has been established 
that the corrosion of amalgam is due 
to its inherent galvanic action.® It is 
fairly certain that the galvanic action 
goes from the filling through the den- 
tinal tubules toward the pulp.‘ An in- 
sulating base should prevent the com- 
pletion of the galvanic circuit to the 
pulp and thus prevent thermal shock, 
darkening of the tooth substance, and 
corrosion of the amalgam. 

Zinc phosphate cement is the ma- 
terial most frequently used as a base 
under amalgam fillings. It consists of 
zinc oxide powder and phosphoric acid 
liquid. In deep cavities, however, the 
phosphoric acid cements are very pain- 
ful and potentially injurious to the 
pulp by virtue of acid action. For this 
reason many practitioners prefer to use 
a zinc oxide and eugenol preparation 
for its sedative and non-irritant action. 
This cement can be made to set more 
rapidly by various accelerators and per- 
mit insertion of the amalgam immedi- 
ately after the base is placed. 


Properties of Base 


A cement base should be palliative 
to the pulp, non-metallic in order to 
avoid thermal transmission, and _ it 
should also seal the tubules against 
galvanic action of the amalgam. Phil- 
lips, et al™§ showed that while zinc 
phosphate cement insulates against 
galvanic action while dry, it fails to do 
so when wet. Zinc oxide and eugenol 
preparations, in contrast, are effective 
either wet or dry. 

Zinc oxide and eugenol cements have 
a number of virtues, but also a number 
of serious faults. The material shows 
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excellent marginal sealing properties— 
at least when compared with other fill- 
ing materials.!.? It is non-acid and non- 
irritant to the pulp. In fact, it is the 
most bland and innocuous of the filling 
materials in use today.®:%10 Further- 
more, it is germicidal and retains this 
property much longer than any other 
“germicidal” or copper cement.!! Un- 
fortunately the material sets slowly and 
is relatively soft, even after setting, so 
that it is easily displaced during masti- 
cation. It is also non-adhesive. 


Lack of Testing 


A review of the literature reveals that 
although many zinc oxide and eugenol 
preparations are available on the mar- 
ket, very little scientific study has been 
devoted to testing the physical proper- 
ties of the different modifications. Two 
studies stand out in this respect: Har- 
vey and Petch,!* and Molnar and Skin- 
ner.'5 Both studies showed that plain 
zinc oxide and eugenol sets very slow- 
ly, requiring more than forty-eight 
hours to dry, and that a suitable ac- 
celerator to decrease setting time and 
to increase the hardness of the mass 
was essential for its effective clinical 
use. 

Harvey and Petch!* found that addi- 
tions of water up to 7% accelerated the 
setting, the most effective level being 
between 0.5 and 1.5%. Upon testing a 
number of chemical accelerators, they 
found that zinc acetate (0.5 to 1.0%), 
silver acetate and glacial acetetic acid 
(0.25%) were most effective in this 
respect. Particle size and mode of 
manufacture of the zinc oxide powder 
were also found to be important factors 
in the setting of the mixture. 

Molnar and Skinner felt that the ad- 
dition of a hydrogenated resin in- 
creased the desirable working proper- 
ties and reduced the friability of the 
mixture. For this reason they per- 








formed most of their tests on zinc- 
oxide-resin combination. Harvey and 
Petch performed an extensive and thor- 
ough series of tests on a number of 
mixtures and accelerators. They did 
not confirm the accelerating effects of 
the resin, and, in fact, found that set- 
ting was retarded. There have been no 
comparable studies during the inter- 
vening decade. 

The mechanism of setting of zinc 
oxide and eugenol is not yet clarified. 
This is the most disappointing aspect 
of the problem. No one seems to be 
sure of the reaction and, therefore, 
analytical leads to improve this ma- 
terial are lacking and all testing rests 
on purely observational trials and er- 
rors. Copeland, et al!* postulate, in an 
abstract, that a zinc eugenolate is 
formed by setting. A full report on this 
subject could not be found. 

In view of such factors the present 
study was undertaken to review and to 
test various zinc oxide eugenol prepara- 
tions to determine their physical prop- 
erties, especially the setting time, hard- 
ness and adhesiveness to dentin; the ob- 
jective was to improve these qualities 
and thus provide a more effective tem- 
porary filling and base material. The 
use of zinc oxide-eugenol preparations 
for periodontal packs, surgical packs, 
and root canal sealers will be 
sidered in a subsequent study.

Methods and Materials 


Modifications of the basic zinc oxide- 
eugenol mixture were made on the 
basis of suggestions offered in the re- 
ports by Molnar and Skinner,!* and 
Harvey and Petch!* and on the basis 
of simple trial and error. 

A number of materials were tested as 
accelerators, hardeners, and adhesives. 
Only materials which showed some 
promise in these respects are shown in 
Tables I and II. 


Criteria of assessment: The initial 
testings of the various combinations 
were done by mixing on a cement slab. 
The time of setting was noted by test- 
ing with a Gilmore needle of 300 gram 
weight, the material being considered 
as set when the needle made no imprint 
in the mix. Hardness and _ friability 
were estimated by scratching the set 
mass with a sharp instrument. Relative 
hardness, surface gloss, friability, and 
fracture strength were estimated by 


fracturing with the fingers. Initial ad- 


hesiveness was tested by pushing the 
set mixture with the glass slab by finger 
pressure or with the help of the cement 
spatula. All mixtures were tested wet 
and dry. 


Poor Mixtures 


This preliminary survey was made 
to eliminate the “poor” mixtures. Final 
testing was accomplished in a manner 
described by Massler and Ostrovsky.” 
Glass tubes with an inside diameter of 
approximately 5 mm. were used as 
cavity models and various materials 
were placed in them. A tightly fitting 
glass rod was inserted into the tube, 
leaving a cavity 5 mm. deep and 5 mm. 
in diameter. The mixtures placed in 
this cavity resulted in a test specimen 
or plug which was 5 mm. in diameter 
and 5 mm. long. 

Adhesiveness was measured by ob- 
taining the number of pounds of force 
exerted on the glass rod necessary to 
dislodge the specimen from the glass 
tube. This was done on both wet and 
dry specimens. 

The cementing quality of each mix- 
ture was tested by cementing a “glass 
inlay” 5 mm. in length, with an inside 
diameter of slightly less than 5 mm., 
into the glass tube. The cemented inlay 
was allowed to set dry or under water 
for 48 hours. The cementing quality 
was determined by recording the num- 
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ber of pounds of force necessary to dis- 
lodge the inlay from the tube. 

The sealing quality of each mixture 
was tested by placing the material in- 
side the glass tube, as above, to the 
depth of 5 mm., with the glass rod in 
place. After the mixture was set, the 
glass rod was removed and cotton fibers 
were placed within the glass tube, 
touching the specimen. The filled end 
of the tube was then placed in a dye 
solution of 0.25% methylene blue and 
the tube observed periodically. When 
the dye penetrated around the margin 
of the specimen and just stained the 
cotton fibers, the time was recorded and 
the amount of staining described. 
This test permits a good evaluation of 
the type and rate of marginal leakage. 
The specimen was then removed, brok- 
en in half, and the penetration of the 


dye into and through the material was 
noted. 


Findings 


Effect of moisture: These tests veri- 
fied previous findings by Harvey and 
Petch, Molnar and Skinner!?-13 that the 
addition or contamination by water of 
any of the cements (phosphoric acid 
or eugenol cements) decreased the set- 
ting time but also tended to make the 
mixture more friable and less adhesive. 
Harvey and Petch showed that the ad- 
dition of water up to 1.5% improved 
the physical properties (hardness and 
setting time) but when the water was 
increased to 7% the cements set more 
rapidly, but were also much weaker. 
Since approximately 1% moisture can 
be easily acquired from the moist at- 
mosphere of the mouth and tooth struc- 
ture, the cement should be kept dry 
but not desiccated during setting. 

Fineness of powder: These tests also 
emphasized and confirmed Harvey and 
Petch’s findings that the type and fine- 
ness of the zinc oxide used was im- 
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portant. The powder must be pure and 
derived from either calcium hydroxide 
or calcium carbonate. It was found that 
when the fineness of the powder was 
improved by milling (in a pebble mill) 
for at least one-half hour, the setting 
time of the cement was decreased. The 
resulting mix was also more homoge- 
nous and harder. 


Comparison of Cements 


Comparison between zinc phosphate 
and zinc eugenolate cements: Table I 
shows that the four types of commercial 
phosphoric acid cements tested showed 
satisfactory physical properties; that is, 
they set rapidly and were hard. They 
would, therefore, be suitable as a base, 
except for the fact that the free acid 
present is injurious to the pulp. Table 
II, however, shows that these materials 
permit excessive marginal leakage, 
probably due to considerable shrinkage 
during setting, and are not suitable as 
temporary filling materials. 

Three commercial zinc oxide and 
eugenol type cements were also tested 
(Table I). These all contained resins 
(probably hydrogenated resins) to ac- 
celerate the set and to harden the 
cement. None was found satisfactory, 
since they set very slowly and lacked 
the necessary physical characteristics. 
On the other hand these “temporary” 
cements showed much better marginal 
sealing than zinc phosphate cements. 
They also showed better adhesiveness 
when an accelerator was used, but edge 
strength and hardnes were only fair 
even when an accelerator was used 
(Table II). 

Effects of acetates added to zinc 
oxide and eugenol mixtures: Table I 
shows the acetates, especially zinc ace- 
tate, were excellent accelerators for 
zinc eugenolate cements. The mixture 
set quickly, mixing and setting could 
be easily controlled, and the final prod- 














uct was hard and reasonably adhesive. 
This confirms the findings of both 
Harvey and Petch, Molnar and Skin- 
ner.12:18 

Calcium hydroxide has been sug- 
gested as an accelerator for zinc oxide 
and eugenol. In this series addition of 
calcium hydroxide or calcium carbon- 
ate to plain zinc oxide and eugenol 
failed to accelerate the setting satis- 
factorily. 

Zinc acetate was found to be more 
satisfactory than silver nitrate or acetic 
acid in that the color, odor, and taste 
was better than when the latter were 
used. Zinc acetate was used as the ac- 
celerator of choice for further compari- 
sons. A “standard” powder was evolved 
consisting of zinc oxide, 98 grams; zinc 
acetate, 3 grams; and bismuth sub- 
carbonate, 5 grams (to increase radi- 
opacity). The mixture was thoroughly 
milled and reduced to a very fine 
powder in a pebble mill. 

Hardness: The physical properties of 
the zinc phosphate cements and the 
zinc eugenolate cement with zinc ace- 
tate added were compared as objective- 
ly as possible in both the dry and wet 
states (Table II). The hardness and 
edge strength of the four phosphoric 
acid cements were rated as good to ex- 
cellent for comparative purposes. The 
zinc oxide and eugenol cements (with 
zinc acetate accelerator but no _ poly- 
strene) were rated as fair to good, being 
slightly less hard and having less edge 
strength than the zinc phosphate ce- 
ments. 


True Adhesiveness 


Adhesiveness: True adhesiveness (to 
glass) was tested by forming a 5 mm. 
plug within a glass tube and measuring 
the amount of force necessary to dis- 
lodge the plug. In this respect zinc 
oxide and eugenol cement with acetate 
was superior to phosphoric acid ce- 





ments (more than 35 lbs. vs. 2-5 Ibs.). 

Cementing qualities (to glass) were 
determined by the amount of force 
necessary to dislodge a glass inlay ce- 
mented within a glass tube. In this 
respect zinc oxide eugenol cements 
with acetate were consistently superior 
to zinc phosphate cements (over 35 Ibs. 
vs. 10-30 Ibs.). The exact difference 
could not be measured since the device 
used could not register above 35 Ibs. 
pressure because the fingers slipped on 
the glass tube and the tube broke at 
50 Ibs. pressure. 


Marginal Leakage 


Marginal leakage: Marginal leakage 
was much less evident around zinc 
eugenolate cements (with zinc acetate 
added) than zinc phosphate cements. 
The dye penetrated around the various 
plugs of phosphoric acid cements with- 
in a few minutes, while the plugs of 
zinc eugenolate cements showed the 
dye penetrating only part way up the 
sides after two to three days. Penetra- 
tion of the dye stopped after three days, 
so the cotton at the other end was not 
stained. The reason for this is un- 
known. 

Effects of polystyrene added to zinc 
eugenolate cements: Tables I and II 
show that the addition of polystyrene 
markedly increased hardness, adhesive- 
ness and marginal sealing of the zinc 
eugenolate cement. The polystyrene 
(marketed as Dylene Powder, 100 
mesh) was found to be slowly soluble 
in eugenol. The resultant liquid was 
slightly more viscous and somewhat less 
odoriferous than pure eugenol. For 
best results the mixture of “standard” 
powder and this liquid must be made 
very heavy. Once set, the eugenol odor 
and taste were absent or very faint. 

Table II shows that the addition of 
polystyrene, 1% to 10% dissolved in 
eugenol, improved al] the desirable 
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physical properties in these cements. 
The hardness and edge strength were 
superior to the phosphoric acid ce- 
ments or zinc oxide cement (with ace- 
tate added), in either the dry or wet 
states. Outstanding superiority was ob- 
served in the greatly increased adhesive- 
ness to glass (when used as a plug) and 
when used for cementation (of a glass 
inlay). Marginal leakage was virtually 
absent, with only occasional streaking 
of the dye seen through the transparent 
glass tube along air bubbles trapped 
during packing of the material. 


Types of Cement 


There are three types of cement 
available at present for use in dental 
practice—silicate cement, zinc acid 
phosphate cement, and zinc oxide and 
eugenol cement. 

Silicate cement: This cement is 
formed by creation of a gel when silica 
powder is combined with liquid phos- 
phoric acid. The reaction is exothermic 
and a significant amount of free acid 
remains within the gel; both factors 
create irritation to the dental pulp. 
The resulting material sets fairly hard 
and has good color, but it is brittle, 
has very poor edge strength, is soluble 
in saliva, and shrinks excessively so 
that marginal sealing is relatively poor. 
Nonetheless it is second only to amal- 
gam as a filling material. It is not suit- 
able as a base material because the free 
acid is extremely injurious to the pulp. 
In this respect it outranks all other 
filling materials. The excessive amount 
of free acid also makes it unsuitable as 
a cementing medium, since excessive 
itching results. 

Zinc acid phosphate cement: The ad- 
dition of phosphoric acid to zinc oxide 
powder causes a chemical reaction 


which results in the formation of zinc 
acid phosphate (ZnHPO,). Some free 
acid (pH 2.0), which is irritating to the 








pulp, is present during the setting proc- 
ess, but for a much shorter period of 
time than under silicates.1* Zinc acid 
phosphate cement does have many 
good physical properties, such as hard- 
ness, edge strength, and good flowing 
qualities. Were it not for its acid con- 
tent these qualities would make it de- 
sirable as a base and for the cementing 
of gold inlays, crowns, and bands. How- 
ever, it lacks true adhesiveness. Reten- 
tion is achieved primarily by its ability 
to flow into the minute irregularities of 
the metal and the rough surface of the 
dentin and thus to interlock the two 
surfaces.15 The material is porous and 
does not have a good marginal seal 
when used in bulk, and is inferior to 
silicate cement in this respect.? Lack of 
adhesiveness, poor marginal seal, and 
the irritating effect on dental pulp 
when used in deep cavities make this 
cement unsuitable as a temporary fill- 
ing or as a base. It is, however, the 
“standard” cementing medium for in- 
lays, crowns, and bands. When it is 
used as a thin layer of cement in shal- 
low cavities, there is a stimulating ac- 
tion on the odontoblasts to produce 
secondary dentin more rapidly.® 


Zinc Oxide-Eugenol Cement 


Zinc oxide and eugenol cement: A 
mixture of zinc oxide powder and eu- 
genol liquid does not harden by true 
chemical reaction. There is an adsorp- 
tion of the eugenol on the zinc oxide 
particles to form a thick paste. What- 
ever chemical reaction occurs thereafter 
takes place very slowly. The acetates 
significantly increase this reaction 
which (according to Copeland, et al'*) 
results in the formation of some zinc 
eugenolate within the mix. The ac- 
celerated mixture can, in truth, be re- 
garded as a “cement,” since it satisfies 
the requirements of such a substance. 
This cement, unlike the phosphoric 
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acid cements, is palliative to the 
pulp.®-10.16-19 In spite of their rather 
unsatisfactory physical characteristics, 
zinc eugenolate cements have been 
widely used as temporary filling ma- 
terial and as a base under permanent 
fillings. 

Various means have been suggested 
to improve the physical properties of 
these cements. Mosteller®® suggested the 
addition of 50% eugenol to phosphoric 
acid liquid to reduce the acid action, 
but this merely suggests the use of an 
expensive and irritating (phosphoric) 
acid as an acelerator to the basic zinc 
oxide and eugenol mixture. This study 
and previous ones -by Molnar and Skin- 
ner, Harvey and Petch show that zinc 
acetate is superior as an accelerator for 
zinc oxide and eugenol mixtures. 

Since polystyrene in soluble in eu- 
genol, it is comparatively simple to in- 
crease the desirable physical properties 
of zinc eugenolate cement, especially 
its adhesiveness. When combined with 
the bland zinc eugenolate cement, 
chemically inert polystyrene forms a 
material which is non-acid and non- 
irritating to the pulp, but considerably 
more adhesive and harder than either 
the zinc acid phosphate cements or 
plain zinc oxide and eugenol mixtures. 
It is also impermeable to moisture and 
shows excellent marginal sealing. 


Future Investigation 


Further investigations are necessary 
to explore the possibilities of improv- 
ing the desirable physical properties 
of the basic zinc eugenolate cement, 
and it should be possible to evolve ce- 
ments which are much more adhesive 
and impermeable to moisture; these 
will result in more perfect cementing 
materials for inlays, crowns, and ortho- 
dontic bands—even under _ rapidly 
changing conditions of temperature 
and pressure which cause periodic 
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opening of the margins and “percola- 
tion” at the present time.?? 

Clinical evaluation of materials 
tested in this study is continuing. The 
accelerated polystyrene zinc eugenolate 
cements handle well from a clinical 
point of view when used as a temporary 
filling material or as a base under amal- 
gam fillings. Adhesiveness is excellent, 
while hardness, edge strength, and fri- 
ability are comparable to the zinc 
acid phosphate cements. 


Summary and Conclusions 


Phosphoric acid cements have not 
proved to be suitable protective bases 
under permanent fillings, because the 
free acid present during the set can be 
markedly injurious to the plup, espe- 
cially in very deep cavities. In this re- 
spect zinc oxide and eugenol cements 
are much more desirable because they 
are bland and protect the pulp. Since 
these mixtures set slowly and are too 
soft, a variety of additives and accelera- 
tors have been used to improve the 
setting and hardness of this material 
with reasonably good results. Further 
improvements, however, are still neces- 
sary. 

Gutta-percha is not suitable as a 
temporary filling material, primarily 
because it is soft and marginal leakage 
is prominent, resulting in irritation to 
the pulp. 

Phosphoric acid cements are also not 
quite satisfactory. The mass sets quick- 
ly and reasonably hard, but it fractures 
easily. Marginal leakage is present, 
although to a lesser degree than under 
gutta-percha. 

Zinc oxide and eugenol cements are 
gradually replacing these two sub- 
stances as temporary filling materials. 
Although this material sets slowly and 
is too soft to resist masticatory stresses, 
its marginal seal is excellent, it is bland 
and protects the pulp. Addition of 




















chemical accelerators (especially zinc 
acetate) markedly improves the physi- 
cal properties of zinc oxide and eu- 
genol mixtures. These mixtures then 
set rapidly, are reasonably hard, and 
show good marginal sealing, but ad- 
hesiveness to cavity walls is only fair. 
If hardness and adhesiveness of zinc 
oxide and eugenol cements could be 
improved, the material would make an 
almost ideal pulp protecting base 
under permanent fillings, and an ex- 
cellent temporary filling material as 
well. The addition of polystyrene (1% 
to 10% dissolved in eugenol) markedly 
increases the hardness, adhesiveness 
and marginal sealing of zinc oxide and 
eugenol cements, but further improve- 
ments are still necessary.

V.A. REPORTS NEW TREATMENT 
HEALS WOUNDS BETTER 


A new treatment that produces bet- 
ter healing of infected wounds has been 
reported by Veterans Administration. 

Surgeons at the Fort Howard, Mary- 
land, VA hospital have found that ap- 
plication of a substance from the 
tropical fruit, the Carica papaya, with 
other chemicals gives a high rate of 
healing in infected surface wounds. 

Dr. Joseph M. Miller of the Fort 
Howard Hospital said an ointment 
containing a combination of papain, 
which is obtained from the papaya, 
urea, and the water-soluble derivatives 
of chlorophyll produced excellent re- 
sults in 100 of 106 infected wounds 
treated, good in one, and poor in five. 

In the five patients with wounds 
which failed to heal, gangrene was 
present and the blood supply to the 
infected areas was extremely poor, Dr. 
Miller said. However, he added good 
results were obtained in four patients 
in whom gangrene was present. 

The new ointment, which was de- 
signed for the treatment of infected 
surface wounds, should not be used 
for the treatment of lesions of cavities 
of-the body unless they communicate 
with the surface of the body. 

Dr. Miller and his associates, Drs. 
George C. Godfrey, Milton Ginsberg, 
and Constantine J. Papastrat have 
found that the papain ointment works 
equally well in all infections which are 
commonly encountered in surgical 
practice. 

They said the type of bacteria pres- 
ent did not seem to influence the re- 
sults, and the ointment did not produce 
toxic reactions. 





FEATURE X-RAY REPORTS 
IN A.D.A. JOURNAL 


Two excellent articles on dental 
x-rays appear in the April issue of The 
Journal of the American Dental As- 
sociation and are recommended as es- 
sential reading by the A.D.A. Council 
on Dental Research. 

One is a report on x-ray protection 
in the dental office, prepared by the 
Committee on Radiation Protection of 
the American Academy of Oral Roent- 
genology. In addition to describing 
technics for reducing greatly the radia- 
tion exposure of the dentist and the 
patient, the report tells how the dentist 
himself can modernize his equipment 
to minimize exposure. 

The second article, entitled “Dental 
Societies and Radiation Hygiene,” is 
a report made by three widely sepa- 
rated dental societies of the efforts 
made among members in their own 
communities to reduce exposure from 
dental x-ray machines. The technics 
advocated are simple, requiring mini- 
mum effort and little or no expense. 

The programs cover dentists in Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio; Hartford, Connecticut; 
and Southern Maryland. The Council 
suggests that dental societies elsewhere 
might wish to give consideration to 
similar projects for their own members. 


DR. ALSTADT ASKS DENTISTS 
TO URGE RESEARCH CENTER 


Dr. William R. Alstadt, of Little 
Rock, Arkansas, president of the 
A.D.A., has asked all dental society 
members to inform their congressmen 
of the urgent need for including within 
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the federal budget for the fiscal year 
1959 an appropriation of $3,700,000 for 
the construction of a building to house 
the National Institute of Dental Re- 
search. The fiscal year begins next 
July 1. 

“The American Dental Association 
needs your immediate and active as- 
sistance in our effort to have the Na- 
tional Institute of Dental Research 
Building started this year,” Dr. Alstadt 
said in a letter to officers of state and 
district and local societies. ‘As presi- 
dent of the American Dental Associa- 
tion, I wish to emphasize the critical 
need for your support and the support 
of your membership . . . I want you to 
know that without the cooperation of 
the constituent and component socie- 
ties, the achievement of our legislative 
goals would be extremely difficult. Keep 





in mind that it was your support pri- 
marily which brought forth a $3 mil- 
lion increase in the dental research 
appropriation program only two years 
ago.” 

“Representatives of the A.D.A. have 
testified at congressional hearings that 
lack of space and facilities for the in- 
stitute has substantially retarded in- 
vestigations in basic and clinical re- 
search. 

A.D.A. members were urged to write 
to the two senators from their state and 
their representatives requesting their 
support for construction of the dental 
research building. All communications 
should be addressed either to the U.S. 
Senate or the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives, Washington 25, D.C. Addi- 
tionally, dentists were urged to write 
to the following key congressmen:
